38. The fossil fuels like coal and petroleum contain small amounts of nitrogen 
and sulphur. When fossil fuels are burnt, it produces oxides of nitrogen 
and sulphur. These gases cause inhalation problems and in presence of 
rain forms acid rain. Burning of fossil fuels also increases the amount of 
suspended particles in air that reduce the visibility.

Hint— The rocks are heated by the sun; they contract during night but not 
at same rate —resulting in cracks in rocks and ultimately to smaller particles. 
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
